»For Commission Counsel to obtain evidence from 
some thirty discontented mill operatives and to 
suggest that such evidence is typical of workin 
conditions in the plant is absolutely contrary yo 
facts The company has a total of 1792 employqes 
on its payroll at Montmorency from whom these f 
were carefully selected"-- and selected is in 


italics --"to testify as to wages and working 
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“conditions. In no cage did the testimony reveal] 
any infringement of what are recognized in Quebec 
industry as fair wage rates and working conditi on 
it should be borne in mind that the witnesses hea 
5 by the Commission were especially selected by 
Commission Counsel presumably on advice.” 
fhen, there is another article that appears on page 18 
in which similer charges are made.
